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Egypt army topples 
Islamist president 


CAIRO (AFP) - Tlie Egypt- 
lEui army toppled Islamist 
President Mohanied Morsi an 
Wednesday after a week of 
bloodshed that killed nearly 
50 people as millions look Id 
the streets to demand an end 
to his turbulent single year of 
rule. 

The aim Dim cement, made 
an state televisiDn by Mora's 
awn defence mimster, armed 
forces chief General Abdel 
Fattali al-Sisi, drew a raptur¬ 
ous welcome from thousands 
of protesters who have 
camped out on the streets of 
Cairo for days. 

Sisi laid out details of tlie 
roadmap for a political tran¬ 
sition, saying the Islamist- 
drafted constitution would be 
frozen and presidential elec¬ 
tions held early, without 
specifying when. 

The armed farces would 
"remain far away from poli¬ 
tics," he stressed. 

The din rang out immedi¬ 
ately, and continued for 
hours, as tens of thousands of 
people took to the streets of 
the capital to celebrate, 
cheenng, whistling, letting 


off firecrackers and honking 
car horns in joyous scenes, 
"It's a new Instoncal mo¬ 
ment. We getnd of Morsi and 
the Muslim Brotherhood," 
said one celeb rata r, Omar 
Sheri f 

In an amateur video 
posted online, Morsi declared 
" I am tlie elected president of 
Egypt' and urged people to 
"defend tins legitimacy" 

But the opposition Con¬ 
gress Party of former Arab 
League chief Amr Mussa said 
"tills IS not a coup". 

Morsi, Egypt's first freely 
elected president, came under 
massive pressure in the run¬ 
up to Sunday's anniversary of 
his maiden year in office, 
with his opponents accusing 
him of failing the 2D 11 revo¬ 
lution by concentrating 
power in the hands of his 
Muslim Brotherhood. 

The embattled 61-year-old 
proposed a "consensus gov¬ 
ernment" as a way out of tlie 
country's worst crisis since 
the 2011 upnsing ended three 
decades of authontanan rule 
by Hosm Mubarak.

US asks Bolivia to extradite 
Snowden if he arrives: FM 


LA PAZ (AFP) - The US gov¬ 
ernment has asked Bolivia to 
extradite higitive US intelli¬ 
gence leaker Edward Snow¬ 
den should he arrive on 
Bolivian soil, the country's 
foreign minister David 
Choquehuanca said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Bolivian President Evo 
Morales's plane was diverted 
late Tuesday to Viemia on sus¬ 
picion tliat Snowden was on 
b oard, sparking a row between 
La Paz and several European 
countries. 

"The United Slates sent us 
a note m winch it asks for the 
extradition of its crtixen Ed¬ 
ward Snowden should he hem 
Bolivia,'" Choquehuanca told 
Telesur television. 

The minister said he had 
not yet read the note m its en¬ 
tirety, and that La Paz would 
"review the entire diplomatic 
note before decidmg" 

Choquehuanca said he be¬ 
lieved the note was no acci¬ 
dent, as "the Umted States 
believed Snowden was on the 
presidential plane" with 
Morales. 

In Washington, the Slate 
Department said it had asked 


that Snowden be returned 
from any country where he 
mi gill land or attempt to tran¬ 
sit, without nanimg countries. 

"We've broadly asked for 
Mr Snowden to be returned 
from any country where he 
may be, where he may land, 
where he may transit" Slate 
Depaitment spokeswoman 
Jen Psaki told reporters. 

Tlie spokeswoman noted 
that the Umted Stales has an 
extradition treaty with Bo¬ 
livia 

A State Depaitment offi¬ 
cial confirmed that Waslimg- 
toii still believed Snowden 
was in the aiiport m Moscow 
and had not left for Bolivia.

US orders staff to evacuate 
Cairo embassy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Wednesday 
ordered most of its personnel 
to evacuate its embassy in 
Cairo leaving just a skeleton 
staff behind, only hours after 
the Egyptian military ousted 
president Mohamed Morsi.

and social unrest" 

Due to the July 4 Inde¬ 
pendence Day holiday atnd the 
Ai'ab world weekend, it was 
not due to re open until Sunday 
at the earliest.

Some 330 passengers and 
crew died when the Boeing

F. Kennedy airport. 

"TWA Flight SQO,“ a docu¬ 
mentary to mn on US cable 
channel Epix on July 17, the 
I7di anniversary of the disas¬ 
ter, reopens the argument ill at 
die jumbo j el was blown out of 
the sky by a misale. 

But senior officials at the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board (NTSB) said a missile 
was just one of many theones 
that were thoroughly ezammed 
duiing an exhaustive four-year 
investigation 

The fuselage of die ill-fated 
airliner, painstakingly reassem¬ 
bled at die NTSB academy 
where it now selves as a ti'ain- 
ing aid, shows ‘no pitting, cra¬ 
tering, gas-wa slung or 
petalizing" -- all telltale signs 
of a missile strike, he said. 

Streaks of light, reported by 
dozens of witnesses on the 
ground, were in fact blazing 
ft’agments of die Boeing 747 
falling nearly 15,000 feet 
(5,000 meters) into the Atlantic 
Ocean, Kolly said.

Britain unveiis pians to charge 
migrants for heaithcare 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain an¬ 
nounced plans on Wednesday 
to charge nugrants hundreds of 
pounds a year to access its 
state-iun National Healtti Sen-''- 
ice (NHS), to a bid to clamp 
down on so-called healtli 
tourism. 

Healtli Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt also proposed to stop giv¬ 
ing visitors: firom outside the 
European Economic Area 
(EEA) fi:ee access to general 
practitioners (GPs) 

Ministers admitted however 
that tliey have no idea of the

Under the healthcare 
changes, the goveinment in¬ 
sisted no-one will he denied 
emergency care and said the 
ti'eatment of infectious diseases 
and sexually transnuttedmfec- 
tions would remain fi'ee.

The Treasury said tlie gen¬ 
eral was involved in buying 
Noith Korean military goods 
despite Ins government's sup¬ 
port for the Security Council 
ban. 

It said he acted on behalf of 
tlie directorate, a Myanmai' 
militaiy agency that was 
placed on the US sanctions 
blacklist m July 2012 for arms 
deals with North Korea 

The Treasury stressed in a 
statement that the Myanmai'
